Agriculture In The Schools 


The talk about teaching agriculture 
in the schools-has been revived in many 
quarters by the announcement that the 
Massachusetts Agricultural Colleges 
this year hold a special school of instruc- 
tion for teachers in order to show them 
how such subjécts-as gardening, botany, 
and insect life may be used to good ad- 
vantage in common school work.

Pierce Must Face Trial. 

In the federal court, St. Louis, Judge 
Adams denied the application of H. 
Clay Pierce, head of, the Waters-Pierce 
Dil company, for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus and ordered that he be remanded 
to the custody of the chief of police to 
be delivered to Sheriff Matthewg. of 
Travis county, Tex., for extradition. 
Pierce is wanted there to answer an 
mdictment charging perjury in an af- 
fidavit made in May, 1900, to th effect 
that the Waters-Pierce company was 
not a party to any pool, trust, confed- 
eration or combination in restraint of 
trade. In his decision Judge Adams 
said the conclusion was irresistible 
that the indictment contained the sub- 
stance of an offense and that techni- 
calities should not stand in the way of 
justice. Pierce, who was in court at 
the time of the decision; showed that 
he was laboring under great. mental 
stress, while his attorney, Priest, was 
visibly disconcerted, as shown by the 
trembling of his hands. Priest gave 
notice of two appeals that would be 
taken, one to the circuit court of ap- 
peals and one to the United States su- 
preme court, and Pierce was admitted 
to bond in the sum of $20,000. 


Prison Yawns For Hummel. 

Abraham H. Hummel, who for many 
gears had an international reputation 
as a member of the New York divorce 
firm of Howe & Hummel and who in 
1905 was convicted on the charge of 
subornation of perjury in the Dodge- 
Morse divorce scandal, reached the end 
of the rope spun out by the law’s delay 
when Chief Justice Cullen of the New 
York court of appeals denied Hum- 
mel’s application for a certificate of 
reasonable doubt as to the valf@ity of 
his conviction, which had been affirm- 
ed by the appellate division. This 
meant, as.his attorneys admitted, that 
Hummel would have to serve his sen- 
tence of one year’s imprisonment in 
the‘ penitentiary and pay a fine of $500. 
This is regarded as a great; legal vic- 
tory for District Attorney Jerome, 
who when Hummel was convicted said, 
*This man and his firm have been a 
menace to this community for twenty 
years.” The case has been remarkable 
for the long fight made by the convict- 
ed man to escape the penalty by em- 
ploying every technical device kiown 
to shrewd lawyers... f

McClellan Faces a Recount. 

. The New York court of appeals has 
affirmed the order of the lower courts 
permitting Attorney General Jackson 
to begin quo warranto proceedings to 
test the mayor's title to, his office, in- 
volving a recount of the ballots cast in 
1905. ‘The decision of the court was 
unanimous. 


Constitution Defines Courts. 

In an opinion rendered by Associate 
Justice Brewer of the supreme court in 
the case of Kansas versus Colorado the 
contention is made that congress has 
ho power after creating a court to lim- 
It its judicial powers. This is the po- 
sition taken by former Senator Spoon- 
er in his debate on the rate bill in the 
senate. Justice Brewer says that the 
judicial power of a nation extends to 
all controversies justiciable in their na- 
ture, and when this power was vested 
in the courts of this nation it must be 
held to embrace all controversies aris- 
ing within the territorial limits of the 
nation, no matter who may be the par- 
ties thereto. 


May Not Destroy Forests. 

The supreme court has held that the 
state of Georgia had a right to protect 
its forests and that,the Tennessee Cop- 
per company and the Ducktown Sul- 
phur and Iron company could be en- 
joined from so conducting their smelt- 
ing works on the Tennessee side of the 
line as to destroy forests and vegeta- 
tion in the state of Georgia. The court 
gives Georgia until the October term 
to submit the form of a decree with 
which it would enjoin the operation of 
the smelters...In the meantime the ob- 
jectionable companies are said to be 
installing a plant that will condense 
the sulphurous fumes and which would 
thus render the decree unnecessary. 
However, the decision remains impor- 
tant as affecting the principle of forest 
and vegetation protection. The smelt- 
ing companies in the case are largely 
owned by Standard Oil interests, and 
the case has been pending for a year 
and a half. 


Eight Hour Day Decision. 

The supreme court has sustained the 
validity of the federal law limiting to 
eight hours a day the employment of 
laborers and mechanics by contractors 
on government works, but coupling 
with the finding that the law does not 
apply to the employees on dredges. 
J Holmes said that as floating 

, were vessels, all the hands em- 
ployed on them were classed as sea- 
men, and it had been held repeatedly 
that seamen: were not subject to the 
eight hour law. This decision settles 
a question which has prevented the 
awarding of $87,000,000 of contracts 
authorized by the river and harbor act. 
The estimates for these appropriations 
were made on the basis of dredge 
boat employees not being included in 
the eight hour restriction. 


Roosevelt In Haywood Case. 

The trial of W. D. Haywood at Boise, 
Ida.,- for the murder of former Gov- 
ernor Steunenberg, continued with the 
examination of talesmen during which 
the latent feeling struck sparks several 
times in the fencing of the opposing 
counsel. Many talesmen got excused 
on various pleas or were dismissed on 
account of holding fixed opinions con- 
cerning the accused. More than a box 
full had been passed ‘provisionally by 
both- sides, but each had ‘ten peremp- 
tory challenges to use. Judge Wood 
allowed the widest latitude in the 
questioning, and the defense constantly 
asked talesmen if they had been in- 
fluenced by the “undesirable citizens” 
letter from President Roosevelt or by 
the speech of Taft at Boise last year. 
Counsel Richardson, for the defense, 
had brought out the fact that one 
talesman would believe Orchard under 
oath, and as Orchard is the chief wit- 
ness for the state this showed that the 
prosecuting attorneys had overlooked 
a point, as some of the men passed 
might hold similar views. After that 
the state challenged for any such opin- 
fon, and the court overruled objections 
made by Darrow for the defense. Dar- 
row said opinions concerning the presi- 
dent might be asked and Borah hotly 
replied that the defense had dragged 
Roosevelt in at all times. Darrow then 
said that the president had butted into 
the case “as he is always doing.” The 
state made it known that they would 
call more than 150 witnesses in its ef- 
fort to connect the accused man and 
his labor organization with various 
crimes. On May 16 Orchard stated in 
an interview with reporters that no 
confession had been forced from him 
and that no promise of immunity had 
been made.

Root’s Citizenship Lectures. 

Four lectures on the responsibility 
of citizenship were delivered by Secre- 
tary of State Root at Yale. He criti- 
cised those citizens who neglected to 
take part.in the primaries and elec- 
tions, saying that their neglect made 
opportunity for the demagogue. He 
defended the raising and applying of 
large campaign funds in presidential 
elections, while admitting that there 
may. be abuses in connection with it. 
He said the. great bulk of the fund 
was applied to the political education 
of voters and that it amounted to 
about 8% cents per capita. He warn- 
ed his hearers not to delude themselves

Foraker Repudiates Deal. 

United States Senator Foraker of 
Ohio has set at naught all efforts of his 
tolleague, Senator Dick, Boss Cox,of 
Cincinnati‘and other Ohio Republicans 
to establish a harmonious agreement 
or modus vivendi between the Foraker 
and Taft factions. In a prepared state- 
ment Senator Foraker said he would 
not stand by any arrangement that 
might be made to indorse Taft for 
president and Foraker for senator or 
otherwise provide for an amalgama- 
tion of the Taft and Foraker forces. 
He denied that he was of is a party 
to the peace pact, and he refused to 
sanction any agreement reached by the 
then projected conference of Ohio con- 
gressmen, which was called by Sena- 
tor Dick. Following this statement 
Senator Dick postponed the confer- 
ence. Foraker insists that Cox’s state- 
ment in favor of Taft for president 
and Foraker for senator was made 
without consultation with him. 

The failure of the state central com- 
mittee to meet and indorse Taft for 
the presidency was regarded as giving 
Foraker the advantage in the first 
round of the fight. Congressman Bur- 
ton made it plain that Taft would not 
accept an Ohio indorsement for the 
presidency which entailed his support 
of Foraker for dnother term in the 
senate. 


Watterson Has Dark Horse. 

Editor Watterson of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal announces that if 
Bryan will step aside for the time be- 
ing and not seek the Democratic nomi- 
nation he can tell him of a Democrat 
who without any entangling alliance 
with any of the money powers is yet 
without any antecedents which could 
drive away conservative Democrats 
and who is a good organization Demo- 
erat. He gives no hint of the man ex- 
cept to say that he does not live east 
of the Alleghanies nor south of the 
Potomac and the Ohio. 


Stephenson Elected Senator. 

The Wisconsin senatorial deadlock 
was broken when the Republican cau- 
cus ballot developed the requisite num- 
ber of votes for Isaac Stephenson of 
Marinette.

He 
was born in Canada and later lived 
in Maine. Early in life he moved to 
Wisconsin,. where he worked “as .1 
farm hand and invested his savings in 
timber lands. ‘ 


Brownsville Case Again. 

The senate military committee re- 
sumed its inquiry into the riot at 
Brownéville, Tex., for which the negro 
soldiers were dismissed in a_ body. 
Three persons whébccupied houses on 
the street opposite the garrison on the 
night of the riot testified that they saw 
or heard negro soldiers leave the post 
during the shooting and that some 
were shooting as they ran. 


To Smash Harriman Mergers. 

Correspondence .. from... Washington 
told of the contents of the Severance 
report to the commerce commission con- 
cerning the Harriman railroad deals, 
which it was said had leaked out pre- 
maturely. The report was said to rec- 
ommend wholesale prosecution of Har- 
riman and his colleagues, restitution 
for the plundered Alton and the forc- 
ing of Union Pacific to sell Southern 
Pacific and other lines. It says further 
that all railroad competition in the far 
west, comprising one-third of the na- 
tion, has been crushed by illegal com- 
binations engineered by the Harriman 
clique. The report caused a break in 
the price of Harriman stocks. 


Arkansas Capitol Delayéd. 

The Arkansas legislature refused the 
appropriation of $325,000 to finish the 
new state capitol after a most bitter 
fight. This will delay the completion 
of the structure for four years. The 
house killed the bill to abolish the 
grand jury system. 

Prohibition War In Kansas. 

The .Kansas supreme court has ap- 
pointed receivers for the property of 
all the breweries in the United States 
doing business in Kansas, holding that 
the state has a right to confiscate all 
property of any illegal business. Most 
of the brewers appear to be making 
little resistance, but all are giving sup- 
port to the Anheuser-Busch company 
of St. Louis, which is disposed to fight 
the order.

MET WITH SERIOUS ACCIDENT 


James E. Hanrahan ot Lawrence ha

While driving in West Andover Sun- 
day afternoon, C.. Joseph Desmond ‘of 
Desmond Brothers, 882 Park street, and 
James E. Hanrahan, telegraph operator 
in the Western Union Co.’s office, man- 
aged by his brother, at 375 Essex street, 
were accidently thrown out and the lat. 
ter received a compound fracture of the 
right leg below the knee. 

The accident occurred about 4 o'clock 
near the Shattuck farm, to which place 
the injured man was carried, A trained 
nurse happened to be in attendance upon 
a patient at the farm, and rendered all 
the aid in her power. Dr. Thomas H. 
Redmond was summoned and dressed 
the fracture temporarily, pending the 
victim’s removal to the Lawrence Gene- 
ral hospital, which was effected in the 
ambulance.

The fracture was a bad one, the ends 
of the bones protruding from the flesh: 

Mr.’ Desmond and Mr. Hanrahan had 
stepped out of the light carriage. in 
which they had been driving and sat 
beside the road for a space to allow the 
horse to feed on the grass. In getting 
back into the carriage to drive along 
further the horse suddenly turned 
directly about and started for home, 
throwing both men out. Mr. Desmond 
escaped without injury, but Mr. Hanra- 
han, though he struck on his feet, was 
pitched forward by the force of the fall 
and his right Jeg, receiving the full 
weight of his body, bent beneath him.

On Smoking 


On my way over the Square yesterday 
evening, I passed a young fellow of about. 
sixteen years of age, standing with two 
others propping up the railings in front 
His face was white 
and speckled, his head thrust well out 
from "his narrow chest, and his finger 
nails stained with yellow. 


This reminded me of Polly’s letter 
about smoking, for this sad specimen, 
was evidently a cigarette fiend. He ig 
degenerate from every point of 
sluggish. mentally, nervous ° 
twitching, weak physically, foul-mo: 
and inane in speech; and part of his 
ruin has been effected by his early in- 
dulgence in tobacco. : 


Two strong, capable business. men 
passed me a few minutes later in their 
electric phaeton, and as_ they rolled by, 
the aroma of a delicious forty-five cent 
cigar reached me and made no unfavor- 
able impression upon me. As Mrs, Un- 
derwood and I walked down to the de- 
pot.a-day later, a gentleman walking be- 
fore us blew a puff of smoke which the 
wind carried right into our faces, nearly 
stifling us, and a moment later Mrs. Un- 
derwood had to step aside to avoid an 
expectoration which the wind was also 
bringing in our direction. 


These are my principles on the subject 
of tobacco. First, that itis very harm- 
ful for boys under eighteen, and the boy 
stunts himself physically, mentally and 
morally, who indulges in it before ‘that 
age. After that age it isa somewhat 
expensive luxury for those who can af- 
ford it. It occupies the same position in 
male society as afternoon tea and needle- 
work do in female; it isa convenient 
way to use up your hands, and fill out 
the pauses in conversation during asoci- 
al hour with your friends, and it is sooth- 
ing beyond expression. Like all luxuries, 
also, it is very apt to make the man who 
indulges in it lazy and selfish, A man 


---becomes-a~ slave to it- and forgets that 


the smell of it makes many people sick 
and that the dirty accompaniments of 
the habit are disgusting, especially the 
spitting. 

Therefore I resolved years ago that 
when | had money enough to buy all the 
books I wanted and get Mrs. Underwood 
that little pony carriage she has been 
wanting so long,—then I should take up 
the question of smoking and find out if 
it would be the next thing which would 
give me the most pleasure for my money. 
| But I am still saving up for a complete 
edition of Hawthorne and we haven’t 
got the pony yet, sol am no authority 
on smoking at all.

Bribed to Murder Czar. 

A conspiracy to assassinate the Rus- 
sian emperor was revealed when a gol- 
dier of the guard regiment at Tsar- 
skoe-Selo confessed that he had ac- 
cepted a large money bribe to -assist 
in the assassination. Suspicion had 
been aroused by his having large sums 
of money on his person, and -when he 
found himself shadowed he made a 
confession, The conspiracy differs 
from former plots, and the principals 
appear not to have been discovered. 

The council of the empire rejected 
‘the bill passed by the douma abolish- 
ing trials by drumhead court martial. 

At Moscow the reactionary members 
of the douma held a conference 
and expressed their belief that the dis- 
solution of the douma was necessary 
to the public safety, and the proclaim- 
ing of martial law. They would con- 
fiscate the property of the revolution- 
ists and exclude Jews from military 
and civil service. At the same time 
the Social Democratic members of the 
douma were holding a congress in Lon- 
dou, saying that they do not regard 
the douma asa serious legislative ma- 
chine, but simply as a useful means 
for carrying on their agitation. In the 
meantime the douma proper continued 
to meet with a minority in attendance, 
composed mainly of Constitutional 
Democrats, who are supposed to be 
supporting the Stolypin ministry. 
Colonial Premiers Dissatisfied. 

The conference of British colonial 
premiers, which ended last week at 
London, brought satisfaction to few 
of the participants. One of them said 
it had been a failure from beginning 
to end and a sham. The premier of 
Newfoundland at the last session ac- 
cused Lord Elgin of sacrificing his 
colony to the United States, referring 
especially to the disposition of the fish- 
ery dispute. When the colonial secre- 
tary replied, “We can give you noth- 
ing,” Sir Robert Bond declared it was 
& gross humiliation which would not 
be offered to a more powerful colony, 
and without another word he left the 
room_and so ended the conference: 
Throughout the sessions Lord Elgin 
had resolutely refused to entertain the 
proposition for a preferential tariff ar- 
rangement with any of the colonies. 


Alfonso Opéns the Court; 

King Alfonso of Spain, accompanied 
by the queen mother, Christine, opened 
the national parliament. Out of a to- 
tal of 404 seats the Conservatives now 
hold 260, while the Liberals hate but 
68; the R@Piblicans and«Catalonisis 
50 and minor groups 31. The’ king an- 
nounced that the pope had consented 
to stand sponsor for the new heir to 
He also referred to the 
new era of good feeling between Spain 
and England and proposed the recon- 
struction of the navy forthwith. 


Reichstag Approves Treaty. 

The German reichstag has passed 
finally the German-American commer- 
cial treaty, which will take effect July 
1, next, and remain in force one year, 
but which may be terminated upon six 
months’ notice from either country. 
Austrian Socialists Win Out. 

The elections in Austria May 14, be- 
ing the first under the new universal 
suffrage law, indicated gains for the 
Socialist party. Herr Adler, leader of 
the Vienna Socialists, was elected. 
Herr Pacack, minister for Bohemia, 
was defeated. In Bohemia, Count 
Sternberg, noted for his opposition to 
the Hapsburg dynasty, was elected by 
a large majority. It is expected that 
he will now return from his voluntary 
exile In Africa. Wherever Socialists 
were opposed by Christian Socialists 
the latter were defeated. Nearly all 
of the Czech candidates were beaten 
by Socialists. Herr. Schonorer, founder 
and leader of the Pan-Germanic party, 
was defeated by a Socialist, and this 
indicates the break up of that party, 
the object of which was to unite the 
German provinces of Austria with the 
German empire. The results of the 
first balloting indicate that the reichs- 
rath will be divided chiefly between 
the anti-Semites and Socialists. The 
elections proceeded without disorder or 
undue excitement. 


EDUCATIONAL | 


Half Million For Amherst. 

President Harris of Amherst college 
announces that Edward W. Currier, an 
alumnus who died at New York a 
month ago, left his alma mater be- 
tween $400,000 and $500,000, although 
the will has not yet been formally 
probated. Currier was a bachelor who 
had. no immediate relatives.. His 
death also releases $180,000 for Wil- 


Hams college, willed by an aunt who 
died some years ago, but which he 
held: for his use during his lifetime. 
The fortune was made in the printing 
and lithographing business at New 
York. ' 

Self Support at Bowdoin. 

The report of a committee at Bow- 
doin on the means employed by stu- 
dents who are working thelr way 
through college shows sixty-seven dif- 
ferent occupations in use. The highest 
amount earned was that of $700 in a 
year by one student as the pastor of 


a chureh. Another made $400 by man- 


aging a summer camp. A ecanvasser 
for stereoscopic views profited $350, 
and a book agent made $200. One 
enterprising student got up a local di- 
rectory and was. paid $500 for it. An- 
other organized a touring party and 
earned $250. Other profitable jobs 
secured were tutoring, snow shoveling, 
ear. conductor, hotel steward, clerk, 
draftsman, summer schoolteacher, re- 
porter, chauffeur, butcher, farmer, 
purser and caterer. The committee

Head of Dartmouth Resigns. 

President William Jewett Tucker of 
Dartmouth college has tendered his 

resignation to the 
YA trustees, giving as 
ij his reason — heart 
trouble, which 
made it imperative 
for him to retire. 
He will return to 
Hanover next fall, 
however, and. con- 
j tinue his duties un- 
til a successor has 
been appointed. He 
hopes to continue in the service of 
Dartmouth as a lecturer on the sub- 
ject, “The Formation and Expression 
of Public Opinion In a Democracy.” 
Equal Pay Bill Vetoed. 

Mayor McClellan of New York has 
vetoed the bill recently passed by the 
state legislature equalizing the salaries 
of men and women teachers in the 
higher grades of the schools of the 
Metropolis. He justified his veto on 
four grounds: First, violation of the 
home rule principlé; second, local au- 
thorities already have the power to do 
the same; third, discrimination in fa- 
vor of a certain class of teachers; 
fourth, that it would destroy the elas- 
ticity of the present school system. 
The bill was promptly passed over the 
mayor’s veto by the senate and assem- 
bly, and the matter now goes to Gov- 
ernor Hughes for final action. 


SOCIOLOGICAL 


Rate of Forest Destruction. 

According to a bulletin just issued by 
the forest service of the agricultural 
department, every person in this coun- 
try is using over six times as much 
wood as the individual consumption in 
Europe, and the country as a whole 
consumes over three times what che 
forests of the United, States grow dur- 
Ing the year. The consequence of this ! 
Policy is an inevitable timber famine. 
It ig pointed out that the increase in 
population since 1880 is hardly more | 
than half the increase in lumber cut, so |

that the increase of forest destruction 
cannot be explained entirely on the 
theory of increased population. 

Sage Foundation Organized. 

At a meeting of the trustees of the 
Sage foundation, the name given to the 
$10,000,000 endowment established by 
Mrs. Russell Sage for the Purpose of. 
Improving sociological and living con- | 
ditions in America, Mrs, Sage herself | 
Was chosen president; Robert W., De 
Forest, her attorney, vice presidént, 
and John M. Glenn of Baltimore sec- 
retary. Mr. Glenn will be the active 
administrator. He has been for many 
years conspicuous in local and national 
charity movements. He ts about fifty 
years of age and a graduate of Wash- 
ington and’ Lee university. The trus- 
tees decided upon the scope of the 
work to be pursued, Saying that the 
foundation would not attempt to re- 
lieve individual or family need, but 
that its function Is “to eradicate so far 
as possible the cause of Poverty and 
ignorance rather than to relieve the 
sufferings of those who are poor and 
ignorant.” The reason given for this 
attitude is that neighborhood charity 
would be dried up if neighborhood 
needs were supplied from without, 
They say also that the sphere of high- 
er education will not be within the 
scope of the Sage foundation, thus dis- 
tinguishing its work from that of the 
general education board which has 
been endowed by Rockefeller, Carnegie 
and others.

HUNTING MAHOGANY. 


It Takes an Experienced Woodsman to 
Locate the Trees. 

Mahogany trees do not grow in clus- 
ters, but are scattered throughout the 
forest and hidden in a dense growth 
of underbrush, vines and creepers and 
require a skillful‘ and experienced 
woodsman to find them. He seeks the 
highest ground in a forest, climbs to 
the top of the tallest tree and surveys 
the surrounding country.

The Italians also were famous feed- 
ers and seem to have distinguished 
themselves in particular during the 
early days of the renaissance. The

According to Arenberg, the 
great king was later in life subject to 
attacks of indigestion.
